IT was a pleasure to Colonel Kolh- 
weil and myself, while on our 
way to China (writes Brisailicr 
Salter) to have a pccp iu passing 

at our Salvation Army comrade."! 
in Dalny. This is an outlying por- 
tion of the Japanese Territory, and 
Commissioner Mapp arranged that 
we shouM be warmly welcomed. 

It was a dcligfilfiil c]};(ngc af»cr 
the immense jilains of Siberia 
through which wc Tiad journeyLd 
for days togclhe;-, to find ourselves 
amongst the rugged grey hills of . 
Southern Manchuria, which remind- 
ed one of Cumberland or West- 
moreland, save that their loivcr 
slopesT are clothed with small pine 
iTties, giving a bright, fresh green to 
the landscape even in winter 
^ The train pulled into Dalny Sta- 
tion exactly On lime, »t nine in the 
morningof the twentieth day after 
our leaving London, and there on 
the pUtforin was a little grou)! of 
Salvationists in - uniform, one of 
. whom held tire dear Army I'lap. 
They knew very little English, and 
we tncw no Japanese; but smiles, 
bows, and the universal word "Ilnl- 
Iclujali," made us feel at home im- 
mcdia icly, 

Tiicy took charge of Qiirsclvcs and 
our luggage, and wc soon met ifrs, 
Adjutant Togoehi, who explained in 
her pretty foreign English that ihc 
i-\dju4ant was prevented by sickness 
from coming to mecfus personally. 
He had, however, ' made all neces- 
sary arrangements from his stck bed 
for a meeting the same night in The 
Army Hall. 

During. ihc day we had a look 
round the new Home for Women 
and Children, part of which i^ al- 
ready occnpied, although the bLiild~ 
iiig i.<; not qiiJle completed.. MrK. 
Adjutant received ns with tlie low- 
est of bows, and after wc bml put 
on slippers, in order not to soil ihc 
spotless "tatnmi." or niats. covcrina- 
Ihc floors, a little tour of inspection 
took place. It was most interesting 
(o sec for the fir^t time a real Jap- 
anese house, and to note tlie sUdinj:; 
doors and the apparently tiniiir- 



niahed bedrooms (the Ltd.s. thick, 
wadtled ijnilts, are rolled up and ptu 
away in the cupboard in the day- 
time). The living rooni« appcariin- 
fiinii.shed also lo European eyes. 
since chairs are not retinircd and 
ineals arc served on a low tabJe only 
:ihout a foot high, hut uvcrylhing i.i 
S]>oiU'SsIy cluan. 

.-\ sound oi merry chattering pro- 
ceeded from .one of the roonis^and 
when ill's. Adjntant pushed hack 
the sliding door there was revealed 
the quaintest Brou|j of nine tiny 
hoys and_ girls' from two to four 
years of' age: real Japanese, of 
course, boih in appearance and 
drsss. They were having a happy 
time at pJayv The foreigner laughed 
and smiled hack again. Then Mrs. 
Adjutant said something and they 
all put'th^ir foreheads to the ground 
and tried to say "Hallelujah I" The 
offcci was bewitching. 

Quaint Schoolboys 

Wc also saw some higger boys, 
who go to school, dressed in their 
neat ehccif kimonos and peaked caps 
— the ordinary schoolboy dress; and 
who arc also inmates .of the Home. 
A gcnTlcmau who is pariiculariy in- 
tcvesied in bdys. has dt&ayed tire 
eo.4t or special aceoinniodation for 

The Home is well situated on the 
Outskirts o£ the LOivn (yet not loo 
tav from the centre) with the hilts 
rising up close at h:ind. There is a 
large piece of ground attached for 
growiiig vt'gL'tables, and it serves as 
a playground as vvell as a garden. 
-In -the evening Mrs. Adjutant 
came to t.iJcc ns to ihc meeting, and 
lrip])C[l lightly alung on her wooden 
"gtea"" or clogs.
